The large number of bandits 
eaptuned, without too much of a fight, and eurrendered indicates 
lowered bandit morale. 

A part of the credit for the lowered morale should go to 
those working with "paper bullets*. Samples of theep daliTf red 
in the past month are attached, flity are of three types: (l) 

leaflets dropped in bandit territory with short text which can 
bo read and hidden with little risk of obeerratlon. (2) a news 
sheet. dOTeloping suggestion contained in my paper of Pobruary 6 
addr'^ssed to you, that will be dropped by airplane frequently 
but Iromgularly, and (3) a poster that is being used in the Til- 
lages 4f the north that are threatened or held by bandits. 

In whieheyer area the bandit morale seems to be low the Greeks, 
with encouragement from the interested Americans, will concentrate 
their efforts th further weaken morale thr'^ugh the use of printed 
natter and loudspeakers. Ve know that these methods are proring 
effOctire as captured bandits frequently hare leaflets In their 
pockets.
